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A_GUIDE TO CURRENT ANALYSIS OF THE CANADIAN ECONOMY 


Introduction 


The state of the economy dominates public policy discussion 
in Canada in the eighties. To remain well informed, Canadians 
must be knowledgeable about current and emerging economic 
trends and developments. A large amount of material is 
produced on a regular basis by numerous organizations for the 
purpose of keeping Canadians up-to-date on the economy. The 
difficult part is knowing what information is available, its 


cost, and how to obtain it. 


The purpose of this guide is to bring together ina 
comprehensive manner sources of economic data and current 
analysis on the Canadian economy, with a brief description of 
the type of data and analysis provided, the frequency of 
publication, and the cost. As trends and developments in the 
American economy are crucial to the evolution of the Canadian 
economy, a brief section describing key sources of data and 
analysis on the U.S. economy is also included (see Appendix 
A). In order to keep the publication to a reasonable length, 
current economic data and analysis at the regional and 
provincial level, done in particular by provincial governments, 


have been excluded. 


It is hoped that this guide will be useful to anyone 
wishing to monitor current developments in the Canadian 
economy. There is a wealth of information that can be obtained 
by the general public, much of it free or at low cost. When no 
price is listed for a publication (except for those in the 


media section), it is available at no charge. A listing of the 


addresses and telephone numbers of the organizations is 


included in Appendix B. 


The guide is divided into thirteen parts, based on the type 
of organization producing the data and analysis: the federal 
government, international organizations, foreign governments, 
model-based forecasting groups, financial institutions, 
consulting firms, publishing houses, research institutes or 
organizations, private sector firms and Crown corporations, 
industry associations, trade unions, bipartite organizations, 
and the media. 


I Federal Government 


I) Statistics Canada 


Statistics Canada is responsible for providing most of the 
data used in monitoring the Canadian economy. These data are 
provided both in hard copy form and on-line through Statistics 
Canada's data base CANSIM (Canadian Socio-Economic Information 
Management System). In addition to the data, Statistics Canada 
publications provide varying degrees of analysis, ranging from 
virtually none in many publications to detailed analysis ina 


small number of publications, such as The Labour Force. 


The most timely source of Statistics Canada data is The 
Daily (catalogue 11-0O01E, $100 per year for 250 issues). This 
publication provides a summary of the day's major Statistics 
Canada releases as well as a list of titles of all publications 
released. It is an invaluable tool for keeping abreast of the 
latest economic developments. Statistics Canada also publishes 
a weekly digest entitled Infomat (cat. 11-002E, $100 per year), 
which provides a summary of data releases for the week. An 
annual calendar of release dates for key economic series is 


also available. 


Statistics Canada has recently introduced the monthly 
Canadian Economic Observer (cat. 11-010, $200 per year) as its 
main vehicle for disseminating current analysis of economic 
trends and bringing together economic statistics. It also 
contains the Canadian composite leading indicator. This 
lengthy publication (150 pages) replaces four previous 
publications (Quarterly Economic Summary, Quarterly Economic 


Summary: Statistical Supplement, Current Economic Indicators, 


and Canadian Statistical Review). It contains an overview of 


current economic conditions, technical notes, statistical and 
economic events, a feature article, and a comprehensive set of 
tables. Data are provided on the national accounts, labour 
markets, prices, domestic trade, external trade, manufacturing, 
construction, natural resources, transportation and 
communications, financial markets, population, provincial 
economies, and international developments. An annual 
Historical Statistical Supplement (cat. 11-210, $25 per issue) 
to the time series in the Canadian Economic Observer is also 


available. 


The authoritative Canada Year Book (cat. 11-402E, $49.95 
per issue) is another very useful, although slightly less 
timely, source of data and analysis on the Canadian economy. 
The current 1988 edition includes reviews of such-topics as 
demography, employment and income, social security, housing and 
construction, agriculture, energy, manufacturing, government 
finances, and as well provides a general review of the 


economy. 


The most important primary sources of information on 
current economic trends in the Canadian economy published by 


Statistics Canada are: 


1) National Income and Expenditure Accounts (cat. 13-001, 
$69 per year), issued quarterly, contains data on gross 


domestic product and its components as well as some 
descriptive analysis. An annual publication with the 
same title (cat. 13-201, $35 per year) containing longer 
time series is also produced; 


2) Gross Domestic Product by Industry (cat. 15-001, $115 
per year), issued monthly, provides real output measures 
for 150 industries with little analysis of developments; 


3) Summary of Canadian International Trade (cat. 65-O00l, 


$165 per year), issued monthly, provides trade data

(values, price and volume) by trading area and commodity 
grouping with virtually no analysis of trends. A 
Preliminary Statement of Canadian International Trade 
(cat. 65-O01P, $55 per year) is released two weeks in 
advance of the main report. Quarterly publications 
which provide more detailed trade data are Exports by 
Country (cat. 65-003, $300 per year), Exports by 
Commodity (cat. 65-004, $500 per year), Imports by 
Countries (cat. 65-006, $300 per year), and Imports by 
Commodity (cat. 65-007, $500 per year). Annual 
publications entitled Exports: Merchandise Trade (cat. 


65-202, $150 per year) and Imports: Merchandise Trade 
(cat. 65-203, $150 per year) are also produced; 


Private and Public Investment in Canada, (cat. 61-205 
and 61-206, $28 each), issued annually, contains capital 
expenditures on construction and on machinery and 
equipment by sector and by province (preliminary and 
revised intentions), with very limited analysis. 

Further detail appears in the annual Capital and Repair 


Expenditures: Manufacturing Sub-industries (cat. 61-214, 
$15 per year); 


The Consumer Price Index (cat. 62-001, $85 per year), 
published monthly, contains the consumer price index by 
component for Canada and 15 urban areas with little 
analysis. The quarterly publication Consumer Prices and 
Price Indexes (cat. 62-010, $66 per year) contains 
useful articles on price developments as well as 
additional price data; 


the monthly The Labour Force (cat. 71-001, $220 per 
year), based on the Labour Force Survey, contains data 
on the labour force, employment, and unemployment as 
well as feature articles on specific labour market 
topics and semi-annual overviews of labour market 
developments. A brief commentary highlighting current 
developments plus summary tables appear in Labour Force 


Information (cat. 71-0O01P, $55 per year) (subscribers to 


71-001 receive the publication at no additional charge); 
an annual publication Historical Labour Force Statistics 
(cat. 71-201, $55 per year) containing historical labour 
force statistics and seasonal adjustment information is 
also produced; 


the monthly Employment, Earnings and Hours (SEPH) (cat. 
72-002, $385 per year), based on the Survey of 


Employment, Payrolls and Hours (SEPH), provides a wealth 
of data on employment, hours, and wages by province and 
by industry. Almost no analysis of trends is included 
in this publication. 
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Additional Statistics Canada publications providing current 


economic data and, in some cases, analysis include the following: 


on a monthly basis, 


1) Retail Trade (cat. 63-005, $160 per year) provides data 
on retail sales by province and type of business. 


2) New Motor Vehicle Sales (cat. 63-007, $90 per year) 
contains data on the number and value of new motor vehicle 
sales by source of origin. 


3) Housing Starts and Completions (cat. 64-002, $165 per 
year) contains data on construction of new dwellings. 


4) Building Permits (cat. 64-001, $200 per year), provides 
statistics on the number of new dwelling units by type and 
value of residential, commercial, governmental and 
institutional building construction. An annual summary 
publication (cat. 64-203, $50) is also issued. 


5) Inventories, Shipments and Orders in Manufacturing 
Industries (cat. 31-001, $165 per year) contains estimated 
values of manufacturers' shipments, inventories and orders. 


6) Industry Price Indexes (cat. 62-011, $165 per year) 
contains price indexes for a variety of raw materials and 


industrial goods. 


7) Help Wanted Index (cat. 71-204, $15 per year), published 
once a year but released monthly in The Daily, shows trends 
in help wanted advertisements. 


8) Unemployment Insurance Statistics (cat. 73-001, $130 per 
year) contains a wide variety of information on unemployment 


insurance. An Annual Supplement (cat. 73-202S, $36 per 
year) is also published (subscribers to 73-001 receive the 
Supplement at no charge). 


on a quarterly basis, 


1) Quarterly Estimates of the Canadian Balance of 
International Payments (cat. 67-001, $100 per year) contains 
data on current and capital transactions between Canada and 
other countries and Canada's international reserves position 
as well as analysis of these data. Advance information 
under the same title (cat. 67-001P, $37 per year) is 
avallable free of charge to subscribers of the Quarterly. 
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2) Industrial Corporations: Financial Statistics (cat. 


61-003, $200 per year) contains statements of estimated 
assets, liabilities, and shareholders' equity by industry 
and estimated revenue, expenses, profits, and retained 
earnings by industry. Preliminary Data (cat. 61-003P, $60 


per year) is sent at no additional cost to subscribers of 
61-003. 


3) Capacity Utilization Rates in Canadian Manufacturing 


(cat. 31-003, $88 per year) contains capacity utilization 
rates for manufacturing by major industry group. 


4) Estimates of Labour Income (cat. 72-005, $69 per year) 
contains estimates of wages and salaries and supplementary 
labour income by industry and by province. 


5) Financial Flow Accounts (cat. 13-002, $140 per year) 
contains financial sector data as well as a review of 
financial and monetary developments. Subscribers to this 
publication also receive the Preliminary Release (cat. 
13-002P, $46 per year) at no additional cost. 


on an annual basis, 


1) Aggregate Productivity Measures, (cat. 15-204, $28 per 
year) contains both aggregate and disaggregated data on 


productivity, labour compensation, and unit labour costs. 


2) Fixed Capital Flows and Stocks (cat. 13-211, $40 per 
year) provides estimates of non-residential capital stocks 


and flows for construction-type goods and machinery and 
equipment by industry. 


3) National Balance Sheet Accounts (cat. 13-214, $35 per 
year) contains balance sheets of the wealth for the various 
sectors of the economy. 


4) Canada's International Investment Position (cat. 67-202, 
$35 per year) provides data and analysis of foreign 
investment in Canada and Canadian investment abroad. A 
preliminary release (cat. 67-202P, $10 per year) is also 
available. 


5) Current Demographic Analysis: Report on the Demographic 


Situation in Canada (cat. 91-209, $20 per year) reports on 
the demographic situation including population growth and 

structure, marriage and divorce, fertility and mortality, 

and migration. 
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In addition to the sources of current data and analysis 
outlined above, Statistics Canada also produces, with a longer 
lag, many other publications relevant for analyzing economic 


trends. These publications include: 


1) Income Distributions by Size in Canada (cat. 13-207, $39 


per year), based on the Survey of Consumer Finances, 
provides, with a one to two year lag, estimates of family 
and individual income by size of income, sources of income, 
region/province, sex, and other characteristics. 


2) The Input-Output Structure of the Canadian Economy (cat. 
15-201, $28 per year) and The Input-Output Structure of the 


Canadian Economy in Constant Dollars (cat. 15-202, $28 per 
year) provide, with a three year lag, input-output data on 


inter-industry transactions. 


3) Manufacturing Industries of Canada: National and 


Provincial Areas (cat. 31-203, $55 per year) provides with a 
three year lag various statistics on manufacturing at a 
detailed level of disaggregation. 


4) Corporations and Labour Unions Returns Act (CALURA), 
part I, Corporations (cat. 61-210, $35 per year) contains 
aggregate financial information for large corporations 
stratified between foreign and Canadian firms and data on 
aggregate industrial concentration. 


5) Corporations and Labour Unions Returns Act, (CALURA), 
part II, Labour Unions (cat. 71-202, $30 per year) contains 


data and analysis of labour union activity. A Supplement 
(cat. 71-202S, $35 per year) brings together more detailed 


information. 


6) Science and Technology Indicators (cat. 88-201, $44 per 


year) contains a broad range of statistical data on 
indicators of science and technology in Canada, including 
data on research and development, patents, productivity, and 
trade and technology. 


Statistics Canada also produces a large number of 
publications on current developments in specific sectors of the 
economy, such as manufacturing industries, construction, 
forestry, mining, transportation, communications and utilities, 


commerce, and finance. An indexed listing of these publications 
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is found in Statistics Canada's Current Publication Index (cat. 
11-204E, $10 per issue), last published in 1986. Most are also 
described in Selected Publications, Statistics Canada (cat. 
11-OO9E, $4 per issue), issued periodically. 


2) Department of Finance 


Since September 1986, the Department of Finance has been 
publishing the Quarterly Economic Review ($20 per year), which 
replaced the previous annual Economic Review. This document 
provides coverage on all the key components of the economy 
(consumption, labour markets, housing, prices and wages, 
investment, trade, and government expenditure and revenue) and 
special reports on selected topics. As a large number of areas 
are covered, the analysis provided is not detailed except in the 
special report section. Extensive use of charts and graphs is 
made. The analysis reflects the official views of the 
Department of Finance on the economy. The document is released 
to the public about one month after the release of the national 
accounts, so it is quite timely. A set of reference tables 
containing historical time series are published with the June 
issue. A four-page summary of the main developments in the 
Quarterly Economic Review is released separately as the Economy 
in Brief. A four-page summary of fiscal developments is 


contained in the Fiscal Monitor. 


The federal budget, now brought down each February, also 
contains current analysis on the economy as well as a 
medium-term economic and fiscal forecast. At other times of the 
year, as for example with the June 1987 Tax Reform package, the 
Department of Finance may provide additional statements on the 
health of the economy and the economic and fiscal outlook. 
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The Department of Finance also produces a Quarterly 
Corporate Sector Report, based on Statistics Canada's Industrial 


Corporations: Financial Statistics. This document provides a 
wealth of information and analysis on the corporate sector. 


While the publication is not officially released by the 
Department, it is available to those interested. 


3) Bank of Canada 


The monthly Bank of Canada Review ($10 per year) often 
contains articles on selected aspects of current economic 
developments. In addition, every half year there is an overview 
article on general developments in the economy. The Bank of 
Canada Review also serves as a timely and inexpensive source of 
economic data as it contains a large number of statistical 
tables, with most series going back to the seventies. Much of 
the data originates with Statistics Canada, although the 
financial and monetary data, as well as the capacity utilization 
series, are produced by the Bank. 


The Bank also produces Weekly Financial Statistics, which 
provides up-to-date data on current monetary and financial 


developments. A useful guide for interpretation of these 


statistics is Inside the Bank of Canada's Weekly Financial 


Statistics: A Technical Guide by Peter Martin (Fraser Institute, 
1985, $20). The Annual Report of the Governor of the Bank of 
Canada, issued in March, also provides current analysis on the 
economy, and represents the official view of the Bank of Canada 


on economic developments and monetary policy. 
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4) Economic Council of Canada 

Each fall, the Economic Council of Canada publishes an 
annual review which provides discussion of the major 
developments and policy issues in the economy, as well as 
medium-term projections. For example, the 1987 twenty-fourth 
annual review entitled Reaching Outward ($8.95) included a 
detailed discussion of future trade prospects. The Council is 
more an economic research group than an economic monitoring 
agency and its numerous reports and discussion papers are not 
generally intended to provide current analysis of the economy. 
The quarterly Au Courant provides an overview of the Council's 
research activities. 


5) Department of Employment and Immigration 


The Department of Employment and Immigration publishes a 
monthly Labour Market Bulletin. This publication focuses on the 
labour market situation in the most recent month and contains 
occasional articles on labour market topics. The Department of 
Employment and Immigration also produces Quarterly Statistics - 
Immigration, which provides the latest immigration statistics 
and the annual Immigration Statistics, which contains detailed 
data on landed immigrants and their characteristics. Finally, 
Employment and Immigration now produces a two-volume annual 
publication entitled Job Futures: An Occupational Outlook ($9.95 
per set). The first volume provides a detailed discussion of 
the labour market experience of recent graduates, while the 
second volume provides medium-term occupational projections 
based on the Canadian Occupational Projection System (COPS) and 
current information on wages and employment trends by occupation. 


6) Labour Canada 


The Bureau of Labour Information at Labour Canada publishes 
a monthly Collective Bargaining Review, which provides a summary 
of wage and non-wage provisions in major collective agreements, 
data on strikes and lockouts, wages by occupation, and working 
conditions. The Bureau of Labour Information also produces 
quarterly the publication Major Wage Settlements, which provides 
data on wage trends in major collective bargaining settlements, 


with some analysis of the trends. 


Labour Canada publishes annually the Directory of Labour 
Organizations in Canada ($10 per issue), which provides 
statistics on union membership as well as a listing of labour 
organizations. It also publishes annually Women in the Labour 
Force, which contains data and analysis on labour force 
participation, earnings and income, education, benefits, and 
unionization. Labour Canada, in addition, publishes the useful 
Collective Bargaining Information Sources, which supplies a 
detailed listing of sources of information for collective 
bargaining and industrial relations purposes. The publication 
is divided into four sections - government reports, 
non-government reports, data banks, and reference studies and 


periodicals. 


7) Department of Regional Industrial Expansion 


The Department of Regional Industrial Expansion (DRIE) (soon 
to be merged with the Ministry of State for Science and 
Technology (MOSST) to create the Department of Industry, Science 
and Technology (DIST)) publishes, twice a year, Survey of 


Business Capital Investment Intentions of Large Firms, which 


provides information on the short and medium-term capital 
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investment intentions of major corporations. DRIE also 
publishes quarterly a capacity utilization series in Rate of 
Capacity Utilization. Finally, the department publishes trade 
data classified on an industry basis (as opposed to Statistics 
Canada's commodity classification) and by major trading partners 
in the annual publication Commodity Trade by Industrial Sector. 
Tabulations of trade, output, Canadian market, total demand and 
related measures for manufacturing industries are published in 


Manufacturing Trade and Measures. Neither publication contains 


analysis of the data. 


8) Pay Research Bureau 


The Pay Research Bureau, a component of the Public Service 
Staff Relations Board, gathers through a bi-annual survey a 
large amount of data on pay, benefits, and working conditions in 
Canadian industry. This information is primarily used by the 
parties to collective bargaining in the Public Service of 
Canada, but is also available to the general public in summary 
form. The major publication is the annual Compensation in 
Canadian Industry (Highlights), which provides current rates of 
pay for a large number of occupations as well as detailed 


information on benefits and working conditions. 


The Pay Research Bureau also produces a bi-annual 
publication entitled Employee Benefits and Working Conditions: 
Canada (Highlights). Other publications include the annual 


Benefits and Working Conditions in the Public Service of Canada 


and the quarterly Rates of Pay in the Public Service of Canada. 
Annual publications on the actual and anticipated recruiting 


rates for university and community college graduates are also 


available. 


9) Investment Canada 


Investment Canada produces a quarterly publication entitled 
Investment Canada Statistics. This publication contains charts 
and data on recent trends in foreign investment as well as 
analysis of these developments, with particular reference to 


investments affected by the Investment Canada Act. 


10) Other Government Departments and Agencies 


In addition to the economy-wide data and current analysis 
provided by the departments mentioned above, other federal 
government departments also provide very useful data and current 
analysis of economic developments in particular sectors or 


industries. 


Agriculture Canada publishes quarterly Market Commentary and 
Food Market Commentary, which are particularly useful for 
analysis of trends in agriculture and the food industry and for 


developments in food prices. 


The Farm Credit Corporation publishes annually Farm Credit 
in the Canadian Financial System, which provides data and 
commentary on the financial health of the farm sector. It also 


publishes, on a semi-annual basis, Economic Report: Trends in 
Farmland Values. 


The Department of Energy, Mines and Resources (EMR) updates 
monthly the comprehensive Energy Statistics Handbook, a very 
useful source of information on petroleum, natural gas, 
electricity, and coal as well as the aggregate energy sector. 
These data are also available on-line through ENERSTAT. EMR 
also publishes the quarterly Canadian Oil Market, which provides 
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analysis of oil market developments, the monthly Petroleum 
Product Market Report, which provides data and analysis on 
trends in petroleum product prices, and the monthly Revenue 
Distribution Breakdown, which supplies detailed information on 
costs, taxes, and profit margins in the petroleum sector. 


Finally, EMR produces two monthly publications containing data 


on the mineral sector, Production of Canada's Leading Minerals 


and Canadian Mineral Industry Monthly Report, and the annual 
1000-page Canadian Minerals Yearbook ($37.25 per issue). This 


latter publication contains comprehensive data and analysis of 
developments in the mineral sector. The statistical section of 


the yearbook can be obtained separately at no cost. 


The Department of Fisheries and Oceans publishes monthly, 
Canadian Fisheries: International Trade, Canadian Fisheries: 
Products and Inventories, and Canadian Fisheries: Landings, and 
annually, Canadian Fisheries Annual. All publications provide 


data on the fishing industry. 


The Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation publishes 
Monthly Housing Statistics and the annual Canadian Housing 
Statistics ($5 per issue). These publications provide 


comprehensive data on the housing sector. 


The Canadian Forestry Service produces an annual publication 
entitled Selected Forestry Statistics, which contains tables on 
Canadian forest resources, commodity products, shipments and 


trade, employment, and industry selling prices. 


The Office of the Superintendent of Bankruptcy of the 
Department of Consumer and Corporate Affairs, produces, on a 


monthly basis, Insolvency Bulletin, which contains statistics 
and analysis on personal and business bankrupties. 
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The National Energy Board produces the annual Canadian 
Electric Utilities: Analysis of Generation and Trends, which 
provides statistics and analysis of developments in the electric 


utilities industry. 


II International Organizations 


1) Organization for Economic Cooperation and Development 


The international Organization which provides the most 
comprehensive coverage of the Canadian economy is the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and Development (OECD). 
The semi-annual OECD Economic Outlook, (July and December, 


$20.50 per issue) provides a small section on Canadian 
developments, a short-term outlook for Canada, and includes 
Canada in the statistical tables and in the general discussion 
on OECD trends and prospects. The July issue of the OECD 
Economic Outlook includes a companion volume, Historical 
Statistics ($13 U.S. per issue), which provides historical 
background to the main document. In addition, the OECD, in 
consultation with the Canadian government (Department of Finance 
and Bank of Canada), produces an annual survey on Canada, 
generally released in the summer ($6 U.S. per issue). 


The annual OECD Employment Outlook, released in September 
($34 U.S. per issue), includes very informative data and 
discussion on Canadian labour market developments. The monthly 
Main Economic Indicators ($72 U.S. per year) allows up-to-date 
comparisons of Canadian economic developments with those in 
other OECD countries. The Monthly Statistics of Foreign Trade 
($68 U.S. per year) provides trade statistics broken down by 
country of origin and destination. The OECD also publishes the 


Quarterly National Accounts ($32 U.S. per year), the Quarterly 
Labour Force Statistics ($24 U.S. per year), and the quarterly 
Indicators of Industrial Activity ($32 U.S. per year). All 
three publications provide internationally comparable data. 
Annual volumes providing longer historical time series than the 
quarterly or monthly publications are Labour Force Statistics 
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($48 U.S. per issue), National Accounts (2 volumes, main 
aggregates and detailed tables, $20 U.S. and $69 U.S., 
respectively, per issue), and Foreign Trade By Commodities: 
Imports and Exports ($30 U.S. per issue). 


2) International Monetary Fund 


After the OECD, the International Monetary Fund (IMF) is the 
international organization which provides the most coverage of 
the Canadian economy. In its semi-annual publication World 
Economic Outlook ($12 U.S. per issue), released in April and 
October, the IMF provides discussion of current Canadian 


economic developments and forecasts for the Canadian economy. 


The IMF also publishes a large amount of data which are 
useful for comparing economic trends in Canada with those in 
other countries. The monthly International Financial Statistics 
is a standard source of international statistics on all aspects 
of domestic and international finance. It provides data on 
exchange rates, international liquidity, money and banking, 
international transactions, prices, production, government 
finance, and interest rates. An annual International Financial 
Statistics Yearbook is also produced. .An annual subscription 
for the 12 monthly issues, supplements and the yearbook is $120 
U.sSiz 


The IMF also produces on a monthly and annual basis the 
publication Balance of Payments Statistics (annual subscription 
$46 U.S.) and the Government Finance Statistics Yearbook ($24 
U.S. per issue). This latter publication provides detailed 
Statistical tables on government revenue, grants, expenditure, 
lending, financing, and debt. For international trade 
Statistics the IMF produces a monthly publication entitled 
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Direction of Trade Statistics, featuring data on the 
distribution, by partner countries and by area, of 135 
countries' exports and imports. Data are also published in the 
Direction of Trade Statistics Yearbook. An annual subscription 
for the 12 monthly issues and the yearbook is $36 U.S. 


3) Economic Commission for Europe 


The Economic Commission for Europe (ECE), a U.N. sponsored 
agency of which both Canada and the United States are members, 
provides discussion of Canadian developments in its compre- 
hensive annual Economic Survey of Europe ($60 U.S. per issue). 
The most recent survey is divided into sections on output and 
the structure of demand, costs, prices and profits, employment 
and unemployment, and foreign trade and payments. Although not 
well Known in Canada, this source is often very informative. 
The Economic Commission for Europe also publishes the monthly 
Statistical Indicators of Short-Term Economic Changes in ECE 
Countries ($80 U.S. per year), which provides an up-to-date 
overall picture of short-term economic trends in Europe, Canada, 


and the United States. 


4) International Labour Organization 


The International Labour Organization (ILO) annually 
publishes internationally comparable labour statistics for the 
last 10 years for Canada and 180 other countries or territories 


in the Yearbook of Labour Statistics ($98 U.S.per issue). Data 


are provided on the working age population, labour force, 
employ- ment, unemployment, hours of work, wages, labour costs, 
consumer prices, occupational injuries, and industrial 
disputes. Annual data for the last four years appear in the 


quarterly Bulletin of Labour Statistics ($56 U.S. per year). 


The International Labour Organization provides analysis of 
world labour trends in the multi-volume World Labour Report. 
The first volume published in 1984 ($31.50 U.S.) discusses the 
unemployment problem, income and wages, and social security in 
the highly industrialized countries. The second volume 
published in 1985 ($31.50 U.S.) deals with labour relations, 
international labour standards, training, and conditions of 
work, and women at work. The third volume published in 1987 
($28 U.S.) concentrates on the question of pay. These volumes 
are very useful for comparing the situation of Canadian workers 


with that of workers in other countries. 


5) United Nations 


The United Nation's annual World Economic Survey ($22 U.S. 
per issue) examines emerging trends in the developed countries, 
including Canada, and is of relevance for analysis of the 
Canadian economy. The Monthly Bulletin of Statistics ($150 U.S. 
per year) provides a variety of international data on various 
economic subjects such as manpower, manufacturing, wages, and 
prices. 


The United Nations also produces four statistical yearbooks 
which allow comparison of Canadian economic trends with those in 
almost all other countries. The Statistical Yearbook ($60 U.S. 
per issue) provides data covering a wide range of economic and 
social subjects including population, agriculture, manufacturing, 
construction, transport, trade, balance of payments, and national 


income. More detailed data on certain of these areas are found 


in the National Accounts Statistics - Main Aggregates and 
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Detailed Tables ($85 U.S. per issue), the two-volume Yearbook of 
International Trade Statistics, featuring trade by country and 


by commodity ($80 U.S. per volume), and the two-volume 
Industrial Statistics Yearbook ($100 U.S. per issue), giving 


internationally comparative data on the growth of the industrial 
sector in relation to the economy as a whole. One weakness of 
United Nations statistical sources is that they are published 
with a longer lag than those of the OECD, possibly because of 


the inclusion of a much larger number of countries. 


6) The World Bank 


The World Bank's annual World Development Report ($12.95 
U.S. per issue), although mostly concerned with Third World 
issues, does have an extremely useful section on world 
development indicators, with data for the industrial market 
economies including Canada. Internationally comparable 
statistics are given on, among other topics, the growth and 
structure of production and trade, population, labour force, 


income distribution, and balance of payments. 


7) General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 


The General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT), the UN 
sponsored agency for multilateral trade negotiations, publishes 
a very useful annual report entitled International Trade (30 


Swiss francs). This report contains an excellent discussion of 
the main trends and issues in internationl trade as well as data 


on international trade for many countries, including Canada. 


8) Bank for International Settlements 


The Switzerland-based Bank for International Settlements 
(BIS), which serves as a clearing house for central banks, 
produces an Annual Report containing a comprehensive review of 
world economic developments. Topics covered include general 
economic trends, international trade and payments, and domestic 
and international financial markets. Canada is included in much 


of the general discussion and in the statistical tables. 


9) World Economic Forum 


The Switzerland-based World Economic Forum (formerly, the 
European Management Forum) is in the process of introducing a 
new monthly publication, World Link (price not available). It 
is expected to include many of the survey-based qualitative as 
well as quantitative indicators for OECD countries that were 
contained in the now discontinued Report on International 
Industrial Competitiveness. This document ranked countries 
internationally on various competitiveness criteria such as 
dynamism of the economy, industrial efficiency, human resources, 
state interference, outward orientation, and social-political 


consensus. 


i OS Foreign Governments 


1) United States 


The Department of Commerce produces a semi-annual report on 


Canada in their series Foreign Economic Trends and Their 
Implications for the United States. The 12-page publication ($1 
U.S. per issue) provides analysis of current economic 


developments in Canada from an American perspective. The 
document is prepared by the American Embassy staff in Ottawa. 
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IV Model-Based Forecasting Groups 


1) Informetrica Limited 


Informetrica Limited produces on a semi-annual basis a set 
of detailed documents on developments in the Canadian economy, 
with long-term forecasts of output and employment by industry. 
Reference and alternative scenarios as well as policy 
simulations are developed using the Informetrica model. These 
documents are available as part of the National Forecast Service 
($20,000 per year). A similar set of documents on provincial 
developments is produced semi-annually as part of the Provincial 


Forecast Service ($15,000 per year). 


Informetrica also publishes the Monthly Economic Review 
($300 per year), an up-to-date report on the national economic 
environment which includes highlights of the Informetrica 
forecasts. It also maintains a comprehensive inventory of all 
major planned or initiated capital projects for the next 20 
years, which is available through the quarterly publication 
Canadian Capital Projects ($347 per year, plus monthly updates 
for $150). Informetrica also provides a Construction Forecast 
Service ($3000 per year), which contains analysis and forecasts 
for the construction industry. Informetrica has recently 
introduced Publinet (price available on request), an information 
service which provides on-line and hard copy analysis of 


on-going economic and political developments. 


2) Conference Board of Canada 


The Conference Board of Canada, an independent, not-for- 


profit research organization, produces a large number of 


a ae 


publications on the Canadian economy. The quarterly Canadian 
Outlook ($1000 per year for non-members) contains a discussion 
of key economic developments as well as a model-based, two-year 
forecast. A medium-term forecast is also available on-line. 


The quarterly Provincial Outlook ($1000 per year for non- 


members) discusses current provincial developments and provides 
a short-term projection of key provincial economic indicators. 


The quarterly publication Canadian Business Review ($24 per year 


for non-members) contains an overview of the Board's economic 
analysis and forecast as well as a summary of private sector 
forecasts. It also includes articles on current economic 
developments. 


The Compensation Research Centre of the Conference Board 
produces the annual Industrial Relations Outlook ($50 per issue 
for non-members), which examines the bargaining outlook for the 
upcoming year, and the annual Compensation Planning Outlook ($50 
per issue for non-members), which provides results of a survey 
of large and medium-sized firms on expected pay and benefit 


increases. 


The above publications are all included in the $2000 annual 


Conference Board membership fee. 


The Conference Board also produces Consumer Attitudes and 
Buying Intentions ($220 per year for members; $330 per year for 
non-members), a quarterly survey of consumer assessment of 
general economic conditions and spending plans for big ticket 
items: Business Attitudes and Investment Spending Intentions 
($45 per year for members and $90 per year for non-members), a 
quarterly survey of senior business executive assessment of 
overall economic conditions and the near-term outlook for 
investment spending; and Research and Development in the 
Canadian Corporate Sector (included in the annual membership 


fee; $75 per issue for non-members), an annual survey of 
corporate attitudes on research and development and spending 
intentions in the short and medium- term. These three surveys 
provide information on likely future trends in these areas. 


3) Data Resources of Canada 


Data Resources of Canada produces, 10 times a year, a 
125-page monthly publication called Canadian Review. This 
publication provides a detailed summary of current developments 
in the Canadian economy as well as a model-based forecast (two 
forecasts cover a 25-year horizon, four forecasts cover a 
medium-term horizon and four forecasts cover a short-term 
horizon). The publication also includes special studies on 
specific topics, a U.S. outlook, and technical documentation. 
The publication is also released in an executive summary (15 
pages) format called Canadian PrePrint several weeks before the 
bound version is available. The cost of a subscription for the 
issues of the Canadian Review containing the short-term and 
medium-term forecasts is $6600 per year, while the cost of the 
issues with the two annual long term forecasts is $4900 per 
year. The total package is available for $9900 per year. The 
Canadian PrePrint publication is available for $2500 per year. 


Data Resources also offers a 40-page quarterly publication 
on regional economic trends and forecasts ($3300 per year) and a 
comprehensive (200 pages) quarterly review of 16 industry groups 
($4200 per year). 


4) WEFA Group 


The WEFA Group (Wharton Econometric Forecasting Associates) 
produces a comprehensive 200-250 page bi-monthly publication 
entitled Canadian Economic Forecast and Analysis, which provides 
a detailed overview of current economic developments in the 
Canadian economy, a model-based medium- and long-term forecast, 
and articles on special topics. The document is available to 
subscribers of their Canadian Macroeconomic Service ($8500 per 
year) 


5) Institute for Policy Analysis, University of Toronto 


Under the Policy and Economic Analysis Program (PEAP), the 
Institute for Policy Analysis of the University of Toronto 
produces two model-based long-term national forecasts per year 
and one or more provincial and sectoral forecasts (included in 
the $5250 annual subscription for organizations in Ontario, 
$1900 for organizations outside Ontario). The annual 
subscription also includes two medium-term international 
forecasts produced by Project Link. 


V Financial Institutions 


Almost all major financial institutions in Canada produce 
some current analysis of the Canadian economy and many provide 
their analysis at no charge to interested individuals and 
organizations. For the purposes of this guide only financial 
institutions making their analysis available to the general 
public without requiring use of their financial services have 
been listed. Financial institutions have been divided into five 
groups - chartered banks, trust companies, brokerage firms, 


insurance companies, and other financial institutions. 


A Chartered Banks 


1) Royal Bank of Canada 


The Royal Bank provides the most comprehensive analysis of 
the Canadian economy of any of the banks. The main publication 
is the well designed and produced 20-24 page Econoscope, issued 
once a month ($200 per year). Every quarter the publication 
includes a forecast. The Royal Bank also publishes quarterly 


the two-page Royal Bank Trendicator Report, a leading indicator 
index. In addition to the above publications the Royal Bank 


also produces the Provincial/Industry Economic Service. This 
service includes an annual report with a long-term forecast and 
four quarterly reports on current economic developments for the 
Atlantic region and for all other provinces. An annual 
subscription is $450 for all provinces or $150 for one 
province. 


2) Scotiabank 


Scotiabank produces a 12-page monthly publication entitled 


Business and Finance Report: A Review and Analysis of Current 
Developments in North America. The publication discusses 


current economic developments, the economic outlook, and special 


topics such as housing and commodity markets. An 1ll-page 


bi-weekly publication entitled Treasury Report: A Report and 


Analysis of Capital and Commodity Market Developments examines 
financial market developments. Scotiabank publishes monthly 
Scotiabank Commodity Price Indices, which provides data and 
analysis of commodity price developments. Scotiabank also 
publishes on a semi-annual basis the 12-page Global Economic 
Outlook, which provides an economic and financial overview of 
the international environment as well as projections of key 
economic variables for Canada and the provinces. Finally, the 
bank produces the 12-page quarterly Agri-Trends, which contains 
an analysis of developments in the agricultural sector. 


3) Toronto-Dominion Bank 


The Toronto-Dominion Bank publishes quarterly Canada's 
Business Climate. This 14-page document makes extensive use of 
well laid-out charts in its analysis. The TD bank also 
publishes a six-page quarterly newsletter called The Economy, 
which deals with specific policy issues such as free trade or 


with the economic outlook. 


4) Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce 


The Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce (CIBC) produces 


monthly three short (two-page) newsletters on the economy - CIBC 
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Leading Indicators, which contains leading indicators of 
economic activity and inflation; Outlook for Canadian Interest 
Rates; and Foreign Exchange Report, which discusses exchange 
rate developments. An occasional two-page newsletter entitled 
Canadian Business Conditions is also available. 


5) Bank of Montreal 


The Bank of Montreal produces a 10-page quarterly 
publication called Business Review, which comments on general 
trends and prospects in the Canadian economy and looks at 
monetary and financial developments and U.S. economic trends. 
The publication also includes feature articles on specific 
aspects of the economy. The Bank of Montreal also publishes 
bi-weekly the four-page International Market Review, which 
analyzes the outlook for North American interest and exchange 


rates. 


6) National Bank of Canada 


The National Bank of Canada produces an eight-page quarterly 
newsletter entitled Economic Review. Each issue highlights one 
particular topic, although a short section on business condi- 
tions is often included. This bank also produces bi-monthly a 
four-page Economic and Financial Letter, which discusses current 
economic developments in Canada and the United States. 


B Trust Companies 
1) Royal Trust 
Corporate Investment Associates CR; Tt) Inc.>, which is 4 


subsidiary of Royal Trust, publishes a quarterly economic review 
entitled Economic Comment. This 30-page document provides 


current analysis of economic developments in Canada and the 
United States and features a large number of charts. 


@ Brokerage Firms 


1) McLeod Young Weir 


McLeod Young Weir produces the 41l-page Graphic Economic 
Monitor six times per year. This publication contains around 
100 charts portraying underlying trends in key economic and 
financial series in Canada, the United States, and other 
countries, with emphasis on current financial and monetary 
developments. McLeod Young Weir also produces the four-page 
weekly Bond and Money Market Letter, which assesses and 
forecasts trends and conditions in the North American debt 
market and the 13-page monthly North American Interest Rates and 


Canadian Dollar Outlook, which evaluates key economic and 


financial information and provides a forecast for North American 
interest rates and for the Canadian dollar. A monthly 
international calendar of up-coming economic release dates is 
also available, as are special studies on such topics as federal 


budgets and the Canada-U.S. free trade agreement. 


2) Midland Doherty 


Midland Doherty produces an eight-page publication entitled 
Monthly Update and Perspective, which provides analysis on 
recent economic developments in Canada and the United States. 
Their 20-24 page Annual Economic Outlook provides a two-year 
forecast for both the Canadian and American economy. 


3) Merrill Lynch of Canada Ltd. 


The brokerage firm Merrill Lynch of Canada Ltd. produces a 
20-page bi-monthly publication entitled Capital Markets 
Strategy, which provides some discussion of current economic 
trends. Merrill Lynch also produces bi-weekly the four-page 
Capital Markets Letter, which contains current data and 
commentary on economic developments, the 8-10 page Economic 
Update (three times per year), which discusses emerging economic 
trends, and the 8-10 page Economic Outlook (also three times per 


year), which provides a short-term forecast. 


4) Andreas Research Capital (ARC) Inc. 


Andras Research Capital Inc. produces quarterly the 20-40 
page Economic Report, which analyzes current domestic and 
international economic conditions and provides a two-year 
forecast of economic activity. An annual subscription is 


available. 


5) Brault, Guy, O'Brien Inc. 


Brault, Guy, O'Brien Inc. produces the 18-page Quarterly 


Investment Strategy. This publication provides a general 
economic outlook for Canada and the United States and, as well 
discusses sectoral developments. 


6) Lévesque, Beaubien Inc. 


Lévesque, Beaubien Inc. produces the 43-page quarterly 
publication Opinion, which contains some analysis of financial 
and economic trends. 


D Insurance Companies 


ian sun Life of Canada 


Of Canadian insurance companies, Sun Life of Canada produces 
the largest amount of economic analysis. The major publication 
is Trends: A Monthly Review of Economic Indicators, a very 
useful 30-page publication surveying current economic 
developments in Canada, the United States, and the United 
Kingdom. Sun Life also produces regularly three two-page 
newsletters entitled Outlook, Analysis, and Report, which focus 


on emerging trends and issues. 


E Other Financial Institutions 


1) Caisse de Dépét et Placement du Québec 


The Caisse de Dépé6t et Placement du Québec produces a 
30-page semi-annual publication entitled Cycles et Tendances 
(available only in French with a summary in English), which 
provides coverage of economic developments in both Canada and 
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the United States as well as a medium-term forecast. 


2) La Conféedération des caisses populaires et d'économie 
Desjardins du Québec 


La Confédération des caisses populaires et d'économie 
Desjardins du Québec produces the 14-page Revue Mensuelle: 


Evolution de la conjoncture financiére and the 20-page annual 


Tendances et Perspectives £conomigques. Both publications 
(available only in French) provide data and analysis on recent 


economic and financial developments in Canada and the United 
States. 


VI Consulting Firms 


1) Coopers and Lybrand 


The Economics Practice of Coopers and Lybrand publishes the 
36-page Canadian Quarterly Economic Review ($250 per year), 
which provides analysis of the Canadian economy and policy 
environment as well as a short and medium-term outlook. Coopers 
and Lybrand also publish the annual Canadian Long-Term Economic 
Outlook ($250 per year) and the semi-annual Regional Reports and 
Industry Reports ($250 each per year). 


2) Woods Gordon 


Woods Gordon produces quarterly a two-page economic bulletin 
entitled Business Conditions, which provides a brief analysis of 
general economic developments. It also produces a 20-page 
annual publication entitled Tomorrow's Customers ($10 per 
issue), which focuses on evolving consumer and marketplace 


trends. 


3) The Economist Intelligence Unit 


The Economist Intelligence Unit of The Economist magazine 
produces a quarterly Country Report on Canada and an annual 
Country Profile. An annual subscription to both publications is 
$157 U.S. These publications provide an analysis of political 
developments relevant to an understanding of the economy, an 
overview of government economic policies, analysis of trends in 
investment, trade, consumer spending, and other key business 
indicators, and statistical appendices. The Economist 
Intelligence Unit also publishes the 12-14 page EIU Business _ 
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Update ($210 U.S. per year), which is a monthly summary of 
economic news, forecasts and statistics on the major OECD 


economies, including Canada. 


4) Clayton Research Associates Ltd. 


Clayton Research Associates Ltd. produce monthly the 
four-page Canadian Housing, which provides data and analysis of 
developments in the housing sector. They also produce the 


four-page quarterly Canadian Housing: Quarterly Housing Starts 


Forecast, which contains a forecast of housing starts. An 
annual subscription to both publications is $330. In addition, 
Clayton Research Associates Ltd. publish quarterly the four-page 


Canadian Housing Completions ($160 per year). 


5) Futuresearch Publishing Inc. 


Futuresearch Publishing Inc. produces a 10-page monthly 
newsletter entitled John Kettle's Future Letter ($350 per year), 
which contains interesting analysis and forecasts of current 


economic and social trends from a futurist perspective. 


6) Technical Services Council 


The Technical Service Council produces quarterly the 
publication The Job Market for Professionals ($15 per year), 
which provides information on job vacancies for executives, 
accountants, engineers and other professionals by industry and 


by region. The report is based on a survey of 1700 employers. 


vyeenector Public Education Inc. 


Vector Public Education Inc. produces a bi-weekly four-page 
publication entitled Vector Union Report, which provides 
analysis and interpretation of labour market trends and 
developments in the trade union movement. An annual 


subscription is $195. 


VII Publishing Houses 


1) MacLean-Hunter Ltd. 


The publishing firm MacLean-Hunter Ltd. publishes annually 
the 65-page Report on Canada ($75 per issue). This statistical 
report provides charts and historical data for many economic 
variables such as population, output, and housing starts, as 


well as forecasts for certain series. 


2) CCH Canadian Ltd. 


The publishing firm CCH Canadian Ltd. produces a weekly 
newsletter entitled Canadian Industrial Relations and Personnel 
Developments, which provides summaries of recent developments in 
the industrial relations field. A section of the newsletter 
issued on a monthly basis contains data and analysis of business 
trends and an annual section provides an overview of working 
conditions and benefits. An annual subscription is $315. 
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VIII Research Institutes or Organizations 


1) Industrial Relations Centre, Queen's University 


The Industrial Relations Centre of Queen's University 
publishes each September an annual volume entitled The Current 
Industrial Relations Scene in Canada ($100 per issue). This 
volume, which is well over 600 pages, is extremely useful as it 
contains current information on the economy, the labour market, 
the public policy environment, the labour movement and trade 
unionism, the collective bargaining scene, and wages, 
productivity and labour costs. There are also a large number of 
reference tables with data on the above subjects. This volume 
is the most comprehensive annual source of information on labour 
markets in Canada. The Centre also produces a semi-annual 
30-page publication entitled Current Economic and Industrial 
Relations Indicators ($40 per issue), which presents statistical 
data and charts covering output and income, the labour market, 
prices, profits, wages, earnings and benefits, productivity and 
labour costs, and collective bargaining and industrial relations 
for Canada and the United States. 


2) C.D. Howe Insitute 


The C.D. Howe Institute, an independent public policy 
research organization, publishes an annual Policy Review and 
Outlook ($15 per issue), which provides analysis and commentary 
on current economic developments. This organization produces, 
on an occasional basis, three publications containing current 
economic analysis: Inflation Monitor ($3 per issue), which 
contains detailed analysis of price developments; Trade Monitor 
($5 per issue), which discusses trade policy developments; 


and Commentary ($2 per issue), which contains discussion and 
analysis of selected economic developments. In addition to 
these publications the C.D. Howe Institute also publishes many 


reports on current economic issues. 


3) Canadian Tax Foundation 


The Canadian Tax Foundation (CTF), an independent tax 
research organization, publishes annually The National Finances: 
An Analysis of the Revenue and Expenditure of the Government of 
Canada ($16.50 per issue). This report, which runs to more than 
300 pages, provides a very detailed discussion of the current 
revenue and expenditure structure of the federal government and 
is extremely useful for analysis of trends in the government's 
fiscal position. A volume entitled Provincial and Municipal 
Finances ($14.75 per issue) is also published bi-annually. 


IX Private-Sector Firms and Crown Corporations 


1) Ontario Hydro 


Ontario Hydro publishes the annual Economic Outlook on the 
Canadian economy. The publication contains analysis of current 
economic developments as well as a long-term forecast of key 
economic variables. 


2) Dupont Canada 


Dupont Canada produces a four-to-six page quarterly 
publication entitled Economist Office Newsletter, which reviews 


current economic trends. 


x Industry Associations 


1) Canadian Chamber of Commerce 


The Canadian Chamber of Commerce produces a 20-28 page 
quarterly publication entitled Impact ($24 per year), which 
contains occasional articles on economic policy issues and 


current economic developments. 


2) The Canadian Manufacturers' Association 


The Canadian Manufacturers' Association (CMA) produces ten 
times a year a 12-16 page magazine entitled The Canadian 
Manufacturer ($50 per year for non-members). The publication 
includes articles on current economic issues and developments. 


3) Canadian Federation of Indepedent Business 


The Canadian Federation of Independent Business produces an 
annual publication entitled Job Creation, which provides data 
and analysis on employment trends in the small business sector. 


4) Investment Dealers Association of Canada 


The Investment Dealers Association (IDA) produces Monthly 
Statistical Bulletin ($120 per year), which contains data on 
financial trends and the quarterly IDA Report ($120 per year), 
which discusses developments in the securities industry. An 
annual subscription of $200 per year includes both publications 
and the pocket-size quarterly Economic Indicator Card. 


XI Labour Unions 


1) Canadian Labour Congress 


The Canadian Labour Congress (CLC), Canada's largest trade 
union federation, publishes the Quarterly Report, which contains 
articles on current economic issues and developments. The CLC 
also produces a quarterly newsmagazine entitled Canadian Labour, 
which occasionally features articles on economic topics. 


Finally, the annual Policy Review of the Canadian Labour 


Congress provides a review of the state of the economy. 


2) Canadian Union of Public Employees 


The Canadian Union of Public Employees (CUPE), the largest 
union in Canada, produces on a bi-monthly basis a publication 
entitled The Facts, which contains a large number of interesting 
articles on economic policy issues, as well as occasional 
articles on current economic developments. The last page of the 


publication contains key data on price and wage trends. 


3) National Union of Provincial Government Employees 


The National Union of Provincial Government Employees 
(NUPGE) publishes, on an occasional basis, Economic Indicators, 
which provides discussion of various economic issues and 


selected economic statistics. 


4) Public Service Alliance of Canada 


The Public Service Alliance of Canada (PSAC) issues a 
bi-monthly publication entitled Alliance. This 28-page 
publication includes articles on current economic issues as well 
as some discussion of emerging economic developments. 


XII Bipartite Organizations 


1) Canadian Labour Market and Productivity Centre 


In March, 1988 the Canadian Labour Market and Productivity 
Centre began publishing the Quarterly Labour Market and 
Productivity Review. This publication contains an overview of 
current economic developments, detailed discussion of labour 
market, productivity, and competitiveness developments, and 
feature articles on selected labour market and productivity 
topics. 


XIII The Media 


The business section of daily newspapers report current 
economic developments and provides varying degrees of analysis 
of these developments. Detailed analysis is found in the Report 
on Business section of the Globe and Mail (also available 
on-line through InfoGlobe). The daily Financial Post also 
provides extensive coverage of current economic developments. 
Columnists who write on a regular basis about current economic 
developments in major Canadian dailies include Peter Cook in the 
Globe and Mail, John Ferguson for Southam News, Arthur Donner in 
the Toronto Star, and Alain Dubuc in La Presse. The Southam 
chain also has organized a four-member economics issues board of 
economists which meets quarterly to debate current economic 
issues and developments. Edited transcripts of the discussion 


are published. 


In terms of the weekly financial press, reportage and 
analysis of current economic developments are found in the 
Financial Post, Financial Times of Canada, Finance, and Les 
Affaires. The Financial Post also provides a quarterly 
forecast. The last two pages of The Economist provide the most 
recent economic statistics for OECD countries including Canada 
and are useful for international comparisons. Columnists and 
economic journalists who provide analysis of current economic 
developments on a regular basis in the weekly financial press 
include Catherine Harris in the Financial Post, and Don 
McGillivray and Deborah McGregor in the Financial Times of 


Canada. 


Both the daily and weekly business press often carry columns 
on current economic developments by academic and business 
economists. The Financial Post in particular makes frequent use 
of freelance contributions. 
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The bi-weekly Canadian HR Reporter provides coverage of 
recent labour market developments. 


The following monthly economic periodicals provide some 
analysis of current economic developments - the Globe and Mail's 


Report on Business Magazine, Le Devoir's Le Devoir Economique, 
Revue du Commerce, and Canadian Business. 


The Financial Post publishes at the end of each year Report 
on the Nation, which reviews current economic developments and 
prospects. The Southam chain also publishes at the beginnning 
of the year the Business Outlook, which provides an outlook of 


the upcoming year's prospects 


Academic journals such as the Canadian Journal of Economics 
and Actualité Economique publish articles providing analysis of 
economic trends in the Canadian economy, although the analysis 
is generally not current. Policy-oriented journals and 
Magazines such as Canadian Public Policy and Policy Options and 
the annual volume How Ottawa Spends, produced by the School of 
Public Administration of Carleton University, also contain 


occasional articles on current economic developments. 


XIV Summary and Conclusion 


A large amount of data and current analysis on the Canadian 
economy is available from a wide variety of sources, and at a 
wide range of prices. Those wishing to monitor the economy on a 
regular basis have a wealth of information to choose from and 
can do the job at a minimum cost. For example, a subscription 
to the 250 annual issues of Statistics Canada's The Daily is 
$100 per year and gives access to the latest data releases. The 
subscription rates to the official publications of the 
Department of Finance and the Bank of Canada (Quarterly Economic 
Review and Bank of Canada Review) are also very reasonable. The 
Bank of Canada Review in particular is very useful for the large 
number of statistical tables it contains. These publications 
also are important because they represent the official views on 
the economy of the two key economic policy-making 
organizations. The semi-annual OECD Economic Outlook is also 
well worth the price as it provides excellent comparative 
analysis of economic trends and prospects in Canada relative to 
those in other OECD countries. In addition, economic analysis 
from five of the six major chartered banks is available free of 


charge, as is analysis from other financial institutions. 


The most comprehensive analysis. of the economy available to 
the general public is provided by the model-based forecasting 
groups, although at greater cost than the analysis provided by 
other organisations. Some of these groups provide very detailed 
economy-wide analysis and forecasts as well as extensive 


sectoral and regional analysis. 
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APPENDIX A 


MAJOR SOURCES OF DATA AND CURRENT ANALYSIS ON THE AMERICAN 
ECONOMY 


The two most important sources of current data and analysis 
on the American economy are the Survey of Current Business, 
issued monthly by the Department of Commerce ($32.25 U.S. per 
year) containing national accounts data and analysis and the 
Monthly Labor Review ($20 U.S. per year), issued by the 
Department of Labor containing data and analytical articles on 
the labour market, industrial relations, prices, and 
productivity. 


Additional data and analysis are found in the Department of 
Commerce's monthly Business Conditions Digest ($55 U.S. per 
year), which provides detailed analysis of business conditions 
as well as leading, coincident and lagging indicators; in the 
Department of Labor's monthly Current Wage Developments ($15 
U.S. per year) , which provides detailed analysis on employee 
compensation and collective bargaining settlements; and in the 
Federal Reserve Board's monthly Federal Reserve Bulletin ($20 
U.S. per year), which provides data and analysis of monetary and 


financial developments. 


A very useful overview of current developments in the 
American economy can be found in the annual Economic Report of 
the President ($10 U.S. per issue), issued early each year by 
the Council of Economic Advisors. This publication also 
includes a large number of historical time series relating to 
income, employment, and production. All 12 district banks of 


the Federal Reserve system produce monthly or quarterly

publications on economic issues, available at no charge. These 
publications often contain useful analysis of current 
developments. An excellent bibliographic reference for American 
economic data and analysis is Lorna Daniells' Business 
Information Sources (University of California Press, 1985, 
revised edition).
